‘Alaska highway has been authorizedtby the Canadian govern- 
went, it was announced Thursday, 

Simultaneous announcements*were made here and in 
Washington that goods in bond would be permitted to move 
over the highway and connecting roads in both directions 
between Alaska and the United States. , 

The government said the new arrangement “was an im- 
plementation of undertakings given by Canada when it gave the 
US. authorization to build the highway. 

Under the previous regulations, there had been no provi- 
sion for shipment of goods in bond by truck over Canadian

Youth Acquitted 


At Murder Trial 


WINNIPEG, (CP) — Eighteen- 
year-old Telesphore St. Cyr, Freneh- 
speaking farm youth from St. Eus- 
tache, Man., Thursday was ac- 
quitted of a murder charge by an 
assize court jury after deliberations 
lasting less than an hour. He had 
been charged with shooting his 
uncle, Modest St. Cyr, in a stubble 
field Sept. 13. 

Defence counsel had said that 
Telesphore who cannot speak En- 
glish and who sat uncomprehend- 
ingly throughout the trial, had only 
intended to frighten Modest when 
he fired tha fatal shot. 

Modest, the defence claimed, had 
come in a drunken rage to the 
granary the St. Cyr’s call home, 
attempted to attack Telesphore’s 
sister, Margaret, terrorized the fam- 
ily and then pursued Telesphore 
and Margaret across the fields in 
his buggy when they ran to sum- 
mon help. 

It was during this chase that the 
shot was fired by Telesphore, 


U.N. Trusteeship 
Okayed in Pacific 


WASHINGTON, (AP) President 
Truman Wednesday decisively set- 


| tled an intra-governmental squab- 


ble by announcing the United States 
will place former Japanese islands 
under United Nations trusteeships 
which this country will administer. 


The decision meant that the 
state department in effect had won 
a long-standing debate with the 
war and navy departments on the 
delicate issue. 

The navy, with some support 
from the army, had held out for 
exclusive United States possession 


| if not outright ownership — of 


certain strategic islands wrested 
from the Japanese by Ameriean 
forces during the war. Navy leaders 
generally did not want such control 
complicated by any tie-up with the 
U.N, 

State Secretary Byrnes had in- 
sisted, however, that the security 
requirements of the armed forces 
in the Pacific could be met just as 
well by setting up “strategic” 
trusteeships under the U. N. to be 
administered by the United States. 

One provision of his plan would 
enable the United States to ex- 
clude representatives of the other 
United Nations from certain areas 
in the islands designated by the 
United States as “closed for security 
reasons.” 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., (AP)—The 

United States, facing a potentially 
hot debate over its offer of limited 
U.N. jurisdiction over Japanese- 
Pacific islands, Thurs- 
day urged the U.N. to set up a 
trusteeship council immediately 
without injecting veto into 
discussions,

rights demanded by the United 
States were exactly the same as she 
would have if she annexed the 
islands outright

Of Non- Partisan President

WASHINGTON, — Much hubbub 
but no serious consideration has 
been produced by the amazing 
suggestion of Democratic Senator 


J. William Pubright of Arkansas, 
backed by the New Dealish Chicago 
| Sun, that President Truman should 
name a Republican secretary of 
State and then resign in his favor. 

Washington observers suggest 
that the best course for Mr. Tru- 
man to adopt—and the one he 
probably will adopt—after his par- 
ty’s shattering defeat at the polls 
is to declare himself out of the 
1948 presidential race, and then,at- 
tempt to act as a non-partisan 
chief executive. He then would 
leave a domestic policy as much 
as possible to his Republican con- 


try’s foreign policy, on which both 
parties are agreed. 


If Mr. Truman were a bitter man, | 


he could effectively block all the 
new congress’ domestic legislation 
through his veto power. A two- 
thirds majority of both houses 4s 
required to override a presidential 
veto—and the Republicans lack 
that majority unless they can bring 
the dissident southern Democrats 
into coalition with them, as they 
did in some issues in the last con- 
gress.

A judgment by Mr. Justice Ford 
in 1928 played an important part 
in Edmonton's 1946 civic election, 

The judgment was on the re- 
turning officer's duty in naming 
south side candidates on the city 
council and the Edmonton public 
school board, 

In 1928 there were six vacancies 
on the city council, two of them 
for south side candidates, One ot 
the south side vacancies was tor 
two years and the other for one 
year due to the resignation of J. C, 
Bowen, now Hon, J, C, Bowe:. lieu- 
tenant-governor of Alberta, 

In the field were C, L. Gibbs, Al- 
fred Fanmilo, J. W. Findlay and 
James T. Collisson, candidates for 
the city-at-large, and Rice Shep- 
pard, Dr, F, A, Keillor and George 
W. Hazlett, south side candidates. 
When the official returns were an- 
nounced the order of standing was: 
Gibbs, Keillor, Farmilo, Findlay, 
Sheppard, Collisson and Hazlett. 

Opinions Conflict 

It was ruled by officials that 
Dr. Keillor should get the two-year 
term as south side candidate as he 
headed the other two south side 
cancida'es, and that Mr. Sheppara

Sweeps Council Race 


By a staggering majority of 
20.971 votes Mayor Harry 
Dean Ainlay, nominee of the 
Civie Democratic Alliance, 
was re-elected in Wednesday's 
civie election over his Inde- 
pendent opponent, Thomas J. 
Cairns. But, with one excep- 
tion, he failed to carry his run- 
ning mates into office with 
him. 

With 24,919 or 33.7 per- 
cent of the city’s qualified 
electors voting, the Citizens’ 
Committee made a _ clean 
sweep of the aldermanic race 
and elected three out of four 
of its public school board 
candidates, The only mem- 
ber of Mayor Ainlay’s slate 
to win office was J, L. Mor- 
rison, assistant professor of 
chemistry at the University 
of Alberta, who ran third in 
the school board contest. 


The voters registered a ma-| 


jority in favor of daylight 
saving time during the sum- 
mer months. In a_ plebiscite, 
13,837 voters were for, and 
10,471 against, the adoption of 
fast time from a date in April 
to a date in September. 

Ald. Bowcott, Ald. Bisset, Ald 
Mitchell, Ald. Parsons and Ald 
Ogilvie were re-elected to two-year 
terms on council, while H. E. Tan- 
ner, former president of the Can- 
adian Legion, was elected to an 
aldermanic seat for one year. The 
one-year term is due to the recent 
resignation of Mrs. M. E. Browne, 
who was elected last year on the 
C.D.A, slate as a south side candi- 
date. 

Mayor Ainiay, who starts his 
second term in office, polled 22,839 
votes, more than double his total 
in 1945 when he defeated R. Win- 
slow Hamilton, a Citizens’ Com- 
mittee candidate. Mr. Cairns, post 
office employe, who opposed Mayor 
Ainlay in this year’s election, polled 
only 1,868 votes. It was Mr. Cairns’ 
second defeat for the mayoralty 
seat in three years. In 1943 he was 
second to John Fry.

Albertan Ends Life 


VANCOUVER, (CP)— Police 
said Thursday it was apparent that 
despondency at failure to get over- 
seas during the war caused a 23- 
year-old army veteran to balance 
for five minutes on a fourth-storey 
hotel window ledge Wednesday and 
then jump to his death after other 
unsuccessful attempts at suicide, 

While more than 100 watched 1b 
the street below, Stanley E. Eisen- 
man of High River, sat on the ledge, 
drenchea in blood from a slashed 
throat, Then, as a police constable 
grabbed him, he jumped to his 
death, almost pulling the constable 
wita him. 

Eisenman enlisted in Calgary 
early in the war and was discharged 
there in June, 1942 because of an 
asthiaatic condition 

Constable Joe Cotter smashed 
down the door to Eisenman’s rooin, 
grabbea him by an arm as he jump- 
ed and almost was pulled through 
the window himself. The constable’s 


arm was skinned against the win- 
dow sill, 
“I couldn't hold him,” said the 


constable, who broke down one dooi 
in the hotel before getting into the 
right room after seeing Eisenman 
standing on the sill. 

Police said knotted neckties 
found in the room indicated the ex- 
army man had also tried to hang 
himself.

Return to Live in Britain

LONDON.—Two hundred Cana- 
dian ex-servicemen monthly are 
crossing the Atlantic with the idea 
of settling in the British Isles. 

This is an unofficial estimate of 
shipping authorities, veterans’ af- 
fairs officials and Canadian mili- 
tary headquarters in London, who 
| reported Canadians who have de- 
cided to remain in this country 
number between 4,000 and 5,000. 

The traffic is not one-way, though. 
Between 80 and 90 veterans each 
month who were discharged in Eng- 
land are returning to the dominion 
More than 3,000 Canadian soldiers 
took their discharges in Britain 

Many Takes Studies 

According to Lt.-Col. Alan Cham- 
bers of Victoria, overseas director 
of the department of veterans’ af- 
fairs, many are men who desired to 
undertake post-graduate studies in 
this country and will return later 
to Canada 

But most are men who, for per- 
sonal reasons or because they had 
been offered jobs here, decided to 
apply for discharge overseas, Dis- 
charge overseas was deliberately 


Declares Russi 


LONDON, (CP) — In a speech 
marking the 29th anniversary of the 
Bolshevist revolution, Marshal Leo- 
nid A, Govorov declared in Moscow 
that Russia would “fight untiringly 
for a lasting, stable and democratic 
peace.” 

The 49-year-old hero of Lenin- 
grad told a great crowd assembled in 
Red square that Russia could not 
fai] in the fight because she “enjoys 
the support and sympathy of the 
wide masses of the people through- 
out the world.” 

“That is why,” he declared, “de- 
spite the intrigues of the forces of 
world reaction, the cause of demo- 
cratic peace must triumph.” 

Precedes Long Parade 

Govorov's speech, broacicast by the 
Moscow radio, preceded the cusom- 
ary hours-long parade through Red 
square by massed ranks of soldiers 
and workers 

The broadcast account of the pro- 
ceedings did not indicate whether 
Prime Minister Stalin—usually the 
central figure on these occasions— 
was present. The anual policy de- 
claration, was delivered in the Bol- 
shoi theatre Wednesday night by 
Gen. Andrei A, Zhdanov, a secret- 
ary of the Communist party and 
chairman of the supreme soviet. 

The Times of London speculated 
Thursday that it was “perhaps on 
medica] advice” that Stalin did not 
deliver his usual address, but di: 
not elaborate 

“Honest Co-operation” 

Govorov, who occupied the place 
of honor in the reviewing stand dur 
ing the parade, declared that “by 
its foreign policy our state is untir- 
ingly and consistently defending the 
principles of honest co-operation 
between nations.” 

‘This policy,” he said, “corres- 
ponds not only to the basic interests 
of the peoples of our motherland but 
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am 


! made as difficult as possible to dis- 

courage a repetition of what hap- 
pened after the First Great War 
when 32,000 servicemen were dis- 
charge here. Of this number be- 
tween 10,000 and 12,000 are still 
here. 


“Rooted” in Britain 

The reasons Canadians who have 
gone home want to return to Bri- 
tain are numerous in the eyes of 
officials here. One is that Cana- 
dians were stationed here so long 
during the war that many “took 
root”, Many married here and went 
home to Canada to straighten out 
personal affairs before returning 
to take up permanent residence. 
| Many technicians in the army and 
air force had offers of jobs during 
their stay in the British Isles and, 
finding their old jobs at home un- 
Suitable or filled by someone else, 
have decided to return to go into 
business here

How the Democratic ‘mule’ and the 


Republician “elephant” will get along in 
double harness is a question which only the 
future can answer. Obviously they can only 
pull together by compromise. Neither will 
be able to choose the direction and set the 
pace without reference to the wishes and 
traditional bent of the other. That either 
will find the arangement altogether happy 
is beyond hope. Precedent gives no promise 
that it will work to the satisfaction of the 
public, A deadlock—with resulting stagnat- 
ion—is not impossible. 

But it is improbable, the circumstances 
taken into. account. The “good old days” 
have gone when nobody need care about re- 
actions beyond the national borders and pol- 
itical battles could be fought with sole con- 
cern for conditions at home and the cultivat- 
ion of voter-approval, Like every other 
country, the United States is now consciously 
a part of the world. Responsible men, on 
whichever side, are not likely to forget this 
or fail to temper their views in consideration 
of the critical—and very sensitive—state of 
world affairs. 

It is a matter of supreme importance 
that the foreign policy of the great republic 
is not involved in the shift of party control 
of the Congress, at least in major isues. The 
principles which Mr, Byrnes has been pro- 
claiming in international conferences were not 
principles espoused by the Democratic party 
my, One of his advisors at Paris was Senator 
Vandenberg, a stalwart Republican, who af- 
firmed the views set forth by Mr. Byrnes in 
language no less clear-cut and forceful. 

If anywhere there have been hopes or 
fears that President Truman would in future 
have to face world problems while his policy 
was under attack in Congress, they can be 
dismissed, The Republicans stand commit- 
ted to the same course. They are equally 
bound to make the United Nations plan 
work, 

There is of course less certainty about 
the effect of the upset on international trade. 
The Republican party is by tradition associ- 
ated with a protective tariff. But, again, the 
circumstances of the time may counsel mod- 
eration, That is to be hoped. 

It is hardly questioned now in any quar- 
ter that trade barriers must be kept low if 
international commerce is to flow freely; nor 
that unless it does flow freely there cannot 
be the widespread contentment necessary to 
cultivate friendship among all peoples and 
thus create the atmosphere for enduring 
peace, There is reason to suppose that the 
Republican leaders recognize these facts and 
will shape the party policy in keeping with 
them,

For Pensioners

OTTAWA The dominion gov- 
ernment, it was learned here from 
authoritative sources, is favorably 
onsidering adding a cost-of-living 
bonus to its monthly payments to 
the provinces for old age pensions 
which would raise the pensions by 
ipproximately $5 a month, providing 
the provinces pay a share of the 
increase 

Under the present federal statute, 
the dominion pays 75 percent of old 
age pensions for persons 70 years 
of age or over up to $25 per month 
All provinces pay such _ pensions 
but some also add supplemental 
amounts. 

Alberta and British Columbia pay 
$30 a month, each adding $5 to the 
$25, of which the dominion pays 
$18.75.

MONTREAL, Nov. 7 (CP) —An 
adequate marriage cotinselling ser- 
vice is urgently needed to deal 
scientifically with personal prob- 
lems which result in many tragic 
marriage failures, Dr. Baruch Sil- 
verman, director of the Menial 
Hygiene Institute, said in an ad- 
Cress to the suburban St. Lambert's 
Women’s Association, 

Dr. Silverman, assistant professor 
of psychiatry at McGill University 
said emotional insecurity rather 
than financial and economic in- 
security produces the majority of 
morriage problems, 

A MARRIAGE couselling service 
would advise young people contem- 
plating marviage and would deal 
|with martial problems. The service 
would enable couples to adapt them™ 
selves more satisfactorily to one 
another to maintain the integrity 
of the family group, 

In many cases husbands and wives 
were unable to adapt themselves 
satisfactorily to one another because 
of the emotional stress to which 
they had been subjected since the 
war ended. 

Many of these people had always 
been mentally unstable individuals 
but prior to the war they had been 
oble to make a relatively success 
ful adaption to marriage and homé 
life.

PRAGUE, Crechoslovakia, (CDN) 
--Inside circles here are deeply 
concerned over the health of Presi- 
dent Eduard Benes 
The 63-year-old, white-moustach- 
ed peasant’s son who became a dis- 


shown alarming evidences recently 
of ill health. Some sources even say 
he is suffering from embolism, 
(blood clot), the same affliction 
which cut down Franklin D, Roose- 
velt 

Politically, it would be a great 
catastrophe, at this critical moment 
in Czech history, if anything were 
to happen to Benes, who is regarded 
as a good friend of the west, 

Illness Kept Quiet 

Effort has been made to keep 
Benes’ iliness quiet. There has been 
nothing in Czech newspapers about 
it 

People first became aware on Oct 
26 that all was not well with the 
doughty little president, who led the 
Czech government-in-exile in Lon- 
don during the war Benes was 
making a public speech here when 
he was forced suddenly to stop read- 
}ing in the middle of a prepared 
manuscript. He had to be assisted 
off the brightly-lighted platform 
while the remainder of his speech 
Was read for him by one of the of- 
ficials present. 

Whatever qualms the public in 
genearl may have had, they were
